The  Queen's  Journal  in  its  sixty  -  fourth  year  of 
publication  sought  to  maintain,  at  least,  and  to  improve, 
wherever  possible,  the  high  standard  set  by  former 
editorial  staffs. 

Upon  the  retirement  from  the  editor's  chair  of  Hugh 
Shaw  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  the  vacancy  was  filled 
by  promotion  and  the  appointment  of  a  new  exchange 
editor.  Since  Christmas  a  definite  and  not  wholly  success¬ 
ful  effort  has  been  made  to  achieve  a  better  balance  in 
the  paper,  that  is,  a  more  equal  representation  in  the 
news  columns  of  every  phase  of  campus  life. 


There  were  few  outstanding  news  stories  during  the 
session  but  an  effort  was  made  to  present  the  news  in 
the  most  attractive,  straightforward  manner.  The  editorial 
policy  of  the  Journal  was  simple  and  frank.  It  sought 
to  interpret  events  for  its  readers,  it  took  a  definite  stand 
where  it  believed  such  a  stand  was  justified,  and  it  was 
not  unwilling  to  criticise  or  condemn.

1936-37,  The  most  widely  read  of  these  proved,  from  a 
survey,  to  be  The  Snake  Pit  The  Steam  Shovel,  Campus- 
cope,  and  The  Bookshelf  continued  to  serve  well  their 
purposes  while  the  Kilocycler,  a  new  radio  column,  was 
well  received.  At  the  Theatres  continued  to  give  the 
readers  sound,  well-written  reviews  of  motion  pictures. 

An  interesting  innovation  was  made  in  March  when 
the  Journal,  through  the  efforts  of  its  Literary  Editor, 
J.  K.  B.  Robertson,  published  a  literary  supplement.

We  re¬ 
member  with  pride  that  during  the  four  years  we  participated  in  inter-year  Rugby,  we  won 
four  championships.  Of  our  academic  prowess,  I  shall  say  nothing,  except  that  we  were  as  a 
group  probably  neither  more  stupid  nor  more  intelligent  than  the  average. 

We  are  now  on  the  eve  of  graduation,  and  it  is  with  mixed  feelings  that  we  leave 
Queen's — a  deep  sorrow  at  the  closing  of  a  most  important  and  a  most  pleasant  chapter; 
anticipation,  at  beginning  a  new  and  greater  chapter;  the  satisfaction  of  a  job  well  done, 
and  the  pride  of  being  "Queen's  '37".

the  active  militia  drawn  from  a  body  of  men  who  are  on  the  whole  more  likely  to

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Canadian  Officers’  Training  Corps 

to  serve  their  country  with  the  least  possible  interference  with  their  civil  career". 
(Instructions  for  the  C.O  T.C.,  1929). 

At  present  the  Queen's  University  Contingent,  the  C.O.T  C.,  offers  courses 
in  Engineers,  Artillery,  Signals,  Infantry  and  Medical  Corps,  which  lead  eventually 
to  the  "B",  or  captain's  certificate.  Thus,  our  Contingent,  under  its  present 
commander,  Lt.-Col.  D.  M.  Jemmett  is  carrying  on  its  varied  training  so  suitable 
to  the  varied  needs  of  a  modern  army,  in  the  best  traditions  of  His  Majesty's 
Canadian  Militia.

Time  unfolds  uses  for  copper  undreamed  of  in  the  stone-hammer  days. 
Many  centuries  before  the  Christian  era,  the  accidental  finding  of  a  dark- 
brown  nugget,  which  yielded  to  shapes  and  forms  made  by  the  stone- 
hammers  of  the  time  caused  much  curiosity.
